Wednesday in attacks on city 
hall, the' N ational Islam ic 
Center mosque and the national 
headquarters of B’Nai B’rith, a 
Jewish service organization 
One person was shot to death 
and eight wounded by the 
terrorists.

WHUR, was shot to death as he 
returned from lunch to cover

his regular beat in city hall 
Three persons were shot and 
wounded and five others were 
beaten or stabbed in the at­ 
tacks.

nearly all the meters allocate 
more than the six minutes 
called for on the dial face. 
In fact, of 25 meters recently 
checked, 
none 
issued 
six 
minutes. Instead they ranged 
from 8 to 12 minutes with one 
granting as high as 22 minutes. 
Salem’s Meter Maid Marjorie 
Edwards explained why. “Most 
of the meters are 30 to 40 years 
old and the workings are worn. 
Too, today’s dime is thinner, so 
when one is inserted it often 
tricks the m eter.” 
Mrs. Edwards “winds” the 
meters once a week and said if 
she did not wind them right, 
they 
would 
not 
give 
the 
required six minutes. She said 
she opts for the tighter winding 
even though it might give a 
“bonus” minute or two, but 
said it is worth it because it 
generates more good will. 
“Parking meters keep the 
small town going,” she said as 
she 
explained 
the

“People can park for a short 
time to visit a shop and only pay 
a penny.” 
BUT 
PRANKSTERS 
who 
use paper, gum and chipped 
coins and w inter freezing 
conditions, all contribute to the 
general wear and tear on the 
meters, making them more 
likely to over-register metered 
time.

metered parking sections, the 
m eter maid said she walks six 
and a half hours and 13-15 miles 
a day. 
Has she ever had trouble 
from “customers." You bet.

The resultant “chop” left the 
tough with a broken clavicle 
and since Mrs. Edwards has 
experienced no trouble at all 
with toughs.

They proposed a two-phase 
program at a total cost of 
$988,907 which would include 
drainage work, laying a “good” 
six-inch base and nine and a 
half inches of reinforced con­ 
crete.

COLUMBUS (UPI) - Legis­ 
lation designed to save home­ 
owners from double payments

Winter food and fuel shortages 
drove wholesale prices up 0.9

in February,

ly by price hikes for fuel, food 
and farm products. These

gas fuels rose an average of 13 
per cent between January and 
February. 
The nation has not ex 
perienced a monthly dose of 
double-digit

1.2 per cent 
The February rise threatened 
consum ers with a heavier 
burden in the months ahead.

eventually work their way into 
the retail market 
The Wholesale Price Index 
rose in February to 190.0, an 
increase of 6 per cent over the 
past year That means goods 
costing $100 in 1967 now cost

In 1952, her son, Oliver P. 
Bolton,

When you spend $350 for 
som ething you 
better

sure the item is worth it. 
But when dealing with lives, 
w hat m atters the cost? 
Some of the newest equip­ 
ment purchased by the Salem 
Fire Department has enabled 
¿he department to overcome 
one a 
the most dangerous 
situations in fighting a fire — 
lack of communication — ac­ 
cording to Chief Martin Catlos. 
Citing lack of communication 
and inadequate lighting as the 
most dangerous elements in 
firefigh tin g, 
city 
fire 
authorities recently purchased 
five radio-eauipped helmets for 
firemen ana the chief. 
They were purchased at a 
bargain 
price 
— $350. 
The 
helmets now sell for over $450 
each, according to Chief Catlos. 
Salem safety director Thomas 
Barrett also agrees the helmets 
are “of the greatest value.” 
C atlos explain ed the ad ­ 
van tages 
of 
the 
helm ets, 
equipped with two-way radios. 
“If a fireman is lost in smoke or 
bubble, radio communication 
can aid in locating him ,” he 
said and added the helmets 
enable quick strategy relay. 
In itially 
the 
local 
fire 
department purchased two of 
the 
new 
helm ets 
but 
e x ­ 
perienced trouble with them. 
“In the extreme heat of a fire, 
when water is sprayed into it, 
steam 
develop s 
and 
that 
shorted out the radios,” Catlos 
said. The helmets were shipped 
back to their manufacturer, 


MSA Co., and the radio devices 
w ere 
treated 
with 
water 
repellent material. 
“We haven’t had any trouble 
since,” Catlos said. 
He added the local depart­ 
ment is of perfect size for 
installing the radio helmets. 
Larger forces would require too 
many of them to malce pur­ 
chase 
feasible 
and 
smaller 
departments could not afford 
them. 
“We are the only area fire 
departm ent 
equipped 
with 
these,” Catlos said. 
Soon he hopes to be able to 
conquer the inadequate lighting 
problem with the purchase of a 
light with a beam capable of 
“ cu ttin g” 
through 
dense 
smoke. 
When a 
m an’s life is at 
stake, why not offer the best 
protection?

He lives on a 
hill, the better to “see the snow 
coming,” and busies himself 
with wind-chill factors, water 
content and prevailing winds.

Hence for this one resident, 
anyway, the future in Barnes 
Corners seems exciting. In the 
past four years the snowfall 
here has been increasing at an 
average annual rate of 30 in­ 
ches, and it stays on the ground 
for nearly seven months. Hot, 
or rather cold diggidy, says Mr. 
Macierowski. 
As for residents, the trend 
recalls the story of St. Teresa of 
Avila, as she struggled through 
adverse elements on work for 
the Lord. “T eresa,” God ex­ 
plained, “I send these trials to 
test my servants.” “Oh,” she 
replied wearily, “no wonder 
You have so few.”

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GM Hires Computer Firm 
To Find Unsafe Automobiles 


DETROIT iUPD - There 
are 8 5 million defective Gener­ 
al Motors cars on the road the 
giant automaker has been 
unable to locate and fix. 
GM has decided to enlist the 
aid of a talking computer — 
with a decided Swedish accent 
-1- to find the unsafe automobi­ 
les. 
Called CRIS, for Computer­ 
ized 
Recall 
Identification 
System, the computer with a 
built-in voice will respond to 
dealers who call to ask if a car 
has ever been recalled and not 
brought in to be repaired. 
*- As envisioned by GM, a 
dealer will check used cars in 
his lot to see if they have had 
problems corrected, 
or 
a 
customer bringing a car in for 
service could ask the dealer to 
check CRIS to see if there was 
an outstanding safety recall 
ihvolving the vehicle 
0. Robert 
Pansa, 
G M ’s 


service director, said the firm 
has recalled 28 million cars 
since 1966 when the government 
ordered automakers to repair 
defective cars. About 30 per 
cent have never been correc­ 
ted. CRIS has in its memory, 
waiting to be asked, 
the 
numbers of the 8.5 million 
unrepaired cars — any GM car 
built after October. 1970. 
Under the Traffic Safety Act 
of 1965. automakers are re­ 
quired to notify an owner just 
once about a defect. After that, 
their legal obligation is over. 
Owners notified about prob­ 
lems while 
their 
cars 
are 
relatively 
new 
and under 
warranty are likely to have 
them fixed. But once a car has 
gone through several owners, 
it’s difficult to locate.

By Oswald & James Jacoby 
Today’s hand shows two ex­ 
cusable errors in the bidding 
and one almost inexcusable 
error in the play that made up 
for them. 
South’s one-heart opening 
and 
N o rth 's one-spade 
response were both correct, 
but South should rebid two 
diamonds rather than one 
notrump 
You don’t bid 
notrump when you have a 
worthless doubleton in an un­ 
bid suit if you can find any 
other bid South had a perfect­ 
ly good two-diainond call 
Still he had a reason for bid­ 
ding notrump He was an ex­ 
cellent dummy player and 


wanted to be the declarer if 
anyone played notrump 
North should have given a 
jump bid of three hearts in 
spite of South’s notrump 
rebid. But North knew that his 
partner liked to play notrump, 
had opened the bidding and 
rebid one notrump and North 
was looking at 13 high-card 
points with at least one honor 
in each suit. 
West got off to the normal 
lead of his fourth-best club 
and expert South saw that he 
had exactly eight top tricks 
and no play for nine unless he 
could steal a diamond so South 
hopped up with dummy’s ace 
of clubs and led the four of 
diamonds. 
East who had been paying 
little attention to anything 
played low South won the dia­ 
mond trick and cashed out the 
other eight 


A Virginia reader wants to

Who Starved Girl To Death 


A USTIN , Tex. (U P I ) - Gary 
and Denelle Harrington hung 
Christmas stockings for them­ 
selves and their pets hut had no 
stocking or gift for their 2-year- 
old daughter, a neighbor said. 
Gail Reise, a neighbor who 
frequently sold Avon products 
to Mrs. Harrington, said she 
saw I^aini Deanne Harrington 
only once and the door to the 
c h ild ’s 
room 
alw ays 
was 
closed 
Behind that closed door, 
police said, the 
Harringtons 
starved their daughter to death 
The Texas Court of Criminal 
Appeals Wednesday upheld a 


Harris County district court's 
conviction and life sentence for 
the Harringtons for the 1973 
murder of their daughter. 
“ It is the duty of each parent 
to support his or her minor 
children," the appeals court 
said. 
‘T he omission or neglect to 
perform a duty resulting in 
death, such as of a mother 
failing to feed her child, may 
Constitute murder where the 
omission was willful and there 
was a deliberate intent to cause 
death." 
Mrs Harrington called police 


on Ju ly 27, 1973, telling tnem 
her daughter was dead. 
O fficers 
said 
the 
g ir l’s 
bedroom smelled 
of animal 
excrement and rabbit manure 
was scattered about 
Human 
excrement was underneath the 
bab y’s 
crib 
and 
sm eared 
against the wall 
The officer said the baby’s 
room contained two 
large 
cages, one of them containing a 
“ fat” black rabbit. He said the 
Harrington’s pets appeared to 
be healthy and well fed. 
Mrs. Reise said she never 
saw a 
picture of the child 
although she had been shown 
snapshots of the Harrington’s 
pets. 
During Christmas the H ar­ 
ringtons hung Christmas stock­ 
ings for themselves, their dog, 
cat, bird and rabbit but they 
had no stocking or presents for 
their baby girl, she testified. 
Assistant Medical Exam iner 
Giles Green said the girl died 
from 
starvation 
during 
a 
prolonged period of time. The 
child was not suffering from 
any disease other than extreme 
malnutrition, he said. 
Green described the child as 
thin, very emaciated, the ribs 
very prominent.

Vinegar removes 
old carpet odors 
DEAR POLLY — We recently moved into a 20-year- 
old home and have discovered there is an odor coming 
from one small area of the carpet that smells like urine 
Shampooing and room deodorizers work only temporari­ 
ly. This is most offensive and embarrassing when com­ 
pany comes. If there is anything to eliminate this 
problem please let me know — MRS. D.G. 
DEAR MRS. D.G. — You might try three parts of 
lukewarm water and one part of white vinegar. Brush 
across area with a clean unstarched cloth, leave on 
about 15 minutes and remove with a clean damp cloth. 
Rinse with plain water the same way. Of course, 
anything must first be tested to see effect on your par­ 
ticular carpet. Professional rug cleaners suggest slight­ 
ly dampening the rug, sprinkling thickly with salt and 
leave on even overnight and then remove with the 
vacuum. Be sure to clean all salt from vacuum parts. — 
POLLY._______________________________________ 


DEAR POLLY — The Pointer about stuffing newspapers in 
my musty smelling rugs worked like a charm. — PAT 
DEAR POLLY — My Pointer is for those who make their 
own bread and there are many of us doing so Set the dough 
pan on a blanket and then slip an electric heating pad under 
the pan and blanket. Turn on low heat and the dough is kept at 
an even temperature. — MARY K. 
DEAR POLLY — I have discovered that when cleaning win­ 
dows, especially in cold weather, windshield solvent made for 
cleaning car windows does a very good job easily and quickly. 
Dampen a cloth with the solvent. Try it! — MARIE. 
DEAR POLLY — For best protection when frying any foods 
I wear cobbler’s aprons that I make myself. For easy closing 
at the neck I sew on small squares of Velcro instead of the 
customary ties. — HANNELORE. 
DEAR POLLY — During a weekend when the stores were 
closed I needed just a little bit of white paint, not really 
enough to warrant buying even a little can. I made a mixture 
of patching plaster and “planted” an acceptable white sur­ 
face. As a touch-up surface patching plaster is whiter than 
white and more lasting than paint. That was the way I “ got 
plastered” during the holidays. — HAZEL. 
DEAR READERS — A painter tells me this will really work 
but one would have to be sure the spot being touched up was 
the same white. A certain amount of discretion should be used 
ps to where this would be workable.

Carter Offers Middle East 
Pact That May Take Years 


W A S H IN G T O N 
( U P I ) 
President Carter Wednesday 
lifted travel restrictions to 
some Communist nations and 
offered a Mideast settlement 
that may take years. 
Carter also reaffirmed “ the 
deepest possible personal com­ 
m itm ent” to human rights 
throughout the world but called 
“ inappropriate.” an American 
delegate’s apology for U S . 
involvement in overthrowing 
Chile’s 
Marxist 
government. 


The President made the 
remarks at his third bimonthly 
news conference, held in the 
Executive Office Building and 
nationally televised. Although 
he covered a wide range of 
subjects, he told reporters 
afterwards that he does not 
spend inordinate time prepar­ 
ing for the conferences. 
Carter announced 
he 
was 
liftin g 
travel 
restrictions 
M arch 18 for American citizens 
wishing to go to Vietnam, North 


Krea, Cuba and < ambodia even 
though the United States does 
not have diplomatic relations 
with these countries. 
He said UN Human Rights 
Delegate Brady Tyson’s apolo­ 
gy was inappropriate because a 
Senate committee had found no 
evidence the United States was 
involved in the overthrow of the 
Allende government in Chile in 
1973. 
“ But we are still concerned 
about deprivation of human 
rights in many of the countries 
of the world. I think Chile would 
be one of those where concern 
has been expressed,” Carter 
said. 
In reference to the Middle 


East, Carter elaborated on his 
use of the phrase “ defensible 
borders” for Israel. “ Defense 
lines may or may not conform 
in the foreseeable future to 
legal borders,” he said. 
Carter said Israel may have 
to accept pre-1967 borders — 
thus implying it would have to 
give up Sin ai, 
the 
Golan 
Heights, Gaza Strip and per 
haps the Old City of Jerusalem , 
all of which were won in the war 
that year. 
But he said he could foresee 
$ the possibility of 12-mile-wide 
“ international zones” in which 
international forces and elec­ 
tronic 
m onitoring 
stations 
maintain the peace.

Lady Ranchers Of Old West 
Were Tough And Independent 


COLLEGE STATION, Tex 
(UPI) — Women cattle ranch­ 
ers on the Western frontier 
weren’t all Calamity Jane types 
who 
quirt-w hipped 
the 
foreman, but they weren’t all 
school marms either, according 
to a Texas A&M University 
researcher. 
Most women could run the 
ranch, go on a trail drive, shoot 
straight and still find time to 
lode like a Dresden doll, says 
Evelyn King, assistant director 
of special collections at Sterling 
C. Evans Library. 
Drawing on the Jeff Dykes 
Range Livestock Collection in 
the university library, Ms. King 
is retelling the story of women 
engaged in ranching, a story 
either mostly ignored or rele­ 
gated to television stereotypes 
In reality, she says, 
the 
women were independent and 
entered the business 
either 
because they wanted to or after 
their husbands died. Suffrage 
movements and the post-Civil 
W ar 
enfranchisem ent 
of 
women by Wyoming and Utah 
apparently played no part in 
encouraging lady ranchers. 
“ How’ 
and 
why 
women 
becam e active participants 
cannot be answered in terms of 
national #or 
international 
women's movements or even 
organized efforts by a few,” 
Ms. King said. 
‘There is some evidence 
ranching men married women 
who were 
independent 
and 
hardy enough to carry on alone, 
because that was always a 
possibility. On the other hand, 
the 
women, 
a fter 
tasting 
autonomy, were reluctant to 
m arry or rem arry a man who 
would dominate their lives.” 
Drawing from the diaries, 
letters, journals and scholarly 
works in the Dykes Collection, 
one of the largest on the cattle 
industry, she has rediscovered 
a little of what life was like for 
an enterprising businesswoman 
out West. 
“ Although thoughtful and 


intelligent women in the range 
cattle industry were no doubt 
just as interested in justice and 
equal rights for women, it is 
u n lik ely th a t th ese w o rth y 
aspirations 
m otivated 
Lizzie 
Johnson W illiams when 
she 
s ta rte d her C e n tral T ex as 
cattle business in the 1860s by 


rounding up unbranded, un­ 
claim ed cattle to take to the 
northern m ark et,” said Ms. 
King. 
When Miss W’illiam s died in 
1924, she left an estate in and 
around Austin 
in excess of 
$164.000. But her friends re­ 
called she had the m anners of a

Beer Cans

He fashioned a fram e at a 55 
degree angle to the south side of 
his house. The fram e has a 
plywood facing on which he 
attached the beer cans, sliced 
through the middle. 
The fram e and beer cans are 
painted black and the fram e is 
insulated. A shield covered with 
a plastic glazing is installed 
several inches above the cans. 
Inside the triangle formed by 
the fram e wall and his house, 
Tolle installed duct work with a 
furnace fan at one end and a 
return duct a t the other. At the 
base of the sun shield between 
the house and the fram e in the 
ground 
is 
a 
concrete 
heat 
storage bin filled with gravel 
The furnace fan sucks hot air 
from the shield and it’s cir 
culated in the house. A cold air 
duct returns the heated air to 
the wall 
or 
to 
the ground 
storage bin 
Tolle said the sun’s heat is 
trapped by the beer cans and 
held by the glazing. The heated 
a ir is sucked by the fan into the 
house and 
returned 
to 
the 
outside in a continuous circular 
motion. 
“ I can turn off the oil furnace 
at 10 o’clock in the m orning and 
have solar heat the rest of the 
d ay .” he said. “ W’hen the sun 
isn’t shining the system uses 
the heat that is stored in the 
outside bin.” 
He said it has worked so well 
this w inter his oil heating costs 
have been only $110. It cost 
about $800 to build the solar 
furnace.

D EA R DR. LAM B - I have 
been taking five tablets (total 
of 25 m illigram s) of pred­ 
nisone for the past Lix years 
for asthma. My only difficulty 
in the past has been that I 
bruise easily, but being 62 
years old and quite active I 
haven’t worried about that. 
Lately my back is giving me 
trouble. 
Fortunately, I am going to a 
new doctor and he put me on a 
new medicine and is phasing 
out the prednisone. Would you 
have any suggestion regarding 
repair of my aching back? 
D E A R R E A D E R - It 
makes a lot of difference what 
is causing your aching back. 
Backache can be caused from 
arthritis, muscle spasm and 
cancer, just to mention a few 
of the long list of serious and 
not so serious causes for 


backache. 
Your history of prolonged 
use of prednisone hormone 
suggests that you may have 
degeneration of the spine. 
Décalcification of the spine 
w ith 
f r a c t u r e s of the 
vertebrae can be a complica­ 
tion of long term use of any of 
the cortisone groups of hor­ 
mones. Anyone taking these 
hormones for any length of 
time should have regular 
evaluations of the bones to see 
if this is occurring. 
If that is what you have it is 
technically osteoporosis, the 
same dissolving bone problem 
that is common in women 
after the menopause. I am 
sending you The Health Letter 
number 6-10 on this subject. It 
will tell you about it and what 
medicines are currently used 
for it. I would certainly 
recommend that you take 
plenty 
of c a l c iu m , 
an 
equivalent of one quart of for­ 
tified skim milk or fortified 
low fat milk a day (1 gram of 
calcium a day). Some patients 
have benefitted with a com­ 
bination of calcium, vitamin 
D and fluoride.

Betty Ford, during the last 
year her husband was in office, 
became America’s best-known 
CBer. The First Lady, going by 
the handle “ First Mama,” used 
her four watts wherever she 
went to campaign for 
her 
husband 
Her enthusiasm also sparked 
more 
awareness 
of 
CB 
problems 
— 
slowness 
in 
licensing, crowded channels. At 
one point several months before 
he started his official cam­ 
paign, President Ford called a 
meeting of industry leaders, 
organizational 
heads 
and 
journalists involved in CBing to 
discuss the problems. 
And some problems were 
dealt 
with. 
The 
Federal 
Communications 
Commission 
started the temporary permit 
program and the channel ex­ 
pansion was made. Ford’s 
interest, whether self-serving 
or not, probably contributed 
indirectly to the changes. 
The 
Office of 
Telecom­ 
munications Policy (OTPi, a 
branch of the executive part of 
government, lias been one, 
indirect link the White House 
has with the FCC. This office 
doesn’t set policy for the FCC 
but 
does 
make 
recom­ 
mendations and does 
some 
negotiation for moving radio 
services from one frequency to 
another 
Ford’s people were in steady 
contact 
with the 
office on 
matters concerning CB, ac­ 
cording to certain sources. 
Now with Jimmy Carter in 
the White House it’s uncertain 
how he will react to the growing 
demands of (Hers. The most 
pressing need is expansion of 
CB past the 27 megahertz 
range The present frequency 
range is hard hit by sunspot 
skip, and the sun will begin an 
increase in sunspot activity in 
1978 
The activity will peak 
sometime in 1980, and there is a 
growing belief that CBing will 
be strongly affected by in1 
terference 
No one in the CB media can 
recall Carter ever 
actually 
using a CB 
nor can they 
remember Ford modulating 
Some of Carter’s kin used the 
CB during the campaign, but 
not with the attention that Betty 
Ford received 
If there is a CBer close to 
President Carter, it is Billy 
Carter, his brother 
Billy’s handle is “ Cast Iron” 
because, as he put it once, “ I ’ll 
drink anything with anyone at 
anytime I got a stomach that’s 
like cast iron.” 
The media often 
portrays 
CBers as beer-drinking, good 
ole boy rednecks If they ever 
wanted an example to point to, 
it would be Billy Carter <Never 
mind that he runs a prosperous 
peanut commodity business or 
that he’s well read > 
Billy has become a sort of 
folk hero, sitting down at the 
service station [jutting away 
Pabst Blue Ribbon with all of 
his good buddies Dan Rather, 
in a CBS interview at the 
station, asked Hilly if he had a 
CB radio at the station. Billy 
said he didn't but told Rather he 
had one in his pickup truck 
The airwaves around Plains, 
(ia., are always crisp with 
Smokey reports, especially 


when the President is in town. 
The Georgia state patrol keeps 
enough men on hand or nearby 
to reasonably 
handle any 
situation. Plains, itself, is 
becoming a tourist center, or 
even if the President 
isn’t 
home, there are enough people 
driving around lo keep the 
patrol busy. 
Catching Billy Carter around 
town is no easy task, despite the 
televised 
picture 
of 
him 
walking the sidewalks and 
shooting the bull at the station 
B illy is almost always in 
seclusion, 
with 
a 
male 
secretary to fend off people who 
might want to talk to him at the 
peanut warehouse where the 
family business is centered 
If Billy ever talks to tourists 
on his CB, no one knows about 
it. 
Billy wants 
to run his 
business, his friends say, and 
that’s all 
So, CBers can probably mark 
off Billy as any direct link to the 
Oval (jffice. You get the idea 
that if someone stole Billy’s 
radio, he probably wouldn’t be 
quick about replacing it 
If the wheels of CBing need 
oil, CBers will have to do their 
own squeaking
